A meeting on June 1 with key admin¬ 
istrators Dr. Meria Carstaphen, Mr. Dale 
Talbert and Dr. Bill Johnson confirmed 
these concessions: 

H Repairs to the school building and 
grounds have begun and will continue 
with extensive cleaning before the next 
school year. 

H An English teacher has been assigned 
to the 7th grade which had none all year. 
Parents will be informed of any remedia¬ 
tion needed. 

H Dr. Bill Johnson is in regular atten¬ 


dance at Jefferson to assist with an orderly 
closing of the year and giving attention to 
health and safety of students and teach¬ 
ers. 

H Safety measures will be continued 
after a locker search uncovered a BB gun. 
A student has been transferred from Jef¬ 
ferson. 

H A new permanent principal will be 
assigned by July 1, 2005. 

H Assurance has been sought that 
there will be no retaliation to parents, 
teachers or security personnel for their 
recent efforts. 

Picketing has been suspended. We 
must monitor conditions until Jefferson is 
returned to the stability and sense of pride 
and academic achievement that prevailed 
until June 2004. 


Andy Litsky Against SW Ballpark Plan 


A ndy Litsky, chairman of the SW/SE 
Advisory Neighborhood Commis¬ 
sion (ANC 6-D) testified against 
the citys plan for locating a ballpark on 
South Capitol St. S.W. at a meeting of the 
D.C. Zoning Commission. 

To permit a ballpark to be built at that 
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location the Zoning Commission must 
change zoning regulations. 

Chairman Litsky was especially criti¬ 
cal of the District’s failure to consider the 
traffic problems a ballpark would create 
on top of “massive traffic snarls” already 
approaching from city-approved construc¬ 
tion projects even without a ballpark. 

The Districts Department of Trans¬ 
portation “has already publicly admit¬ 
ted, that M Street is right now the most 
heavily trafficked street in the District of 
Columbia,” said Litsky. 

“The stadium plan does not take 
into consideration the additional traffic 
that will be the result of the elimination 
of Water Street and the attendant two 
decade construction of the SW Water¬ 
front,” he continued. “Nor does it take 
into consideration the opening of Fourth 
Street SW and the eventual construction 
of the Waterside complex. Nor does it 
take into consideration the build-out of 
the massive SE Federal Center Project. 
Nor does it take into consideration the 


proposed reorientation of P Street, SW 
and the new Ft. McNair gate. Nor does it 
take into consideration the placement of 
the new headquarters of the DC Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles on M Street, 
SW, and its attendant one-stop-shopping 
and enhanced vehicle inspection facility 
located just three blocks from the stadium 
site. And it certainly does not take into 
consideration the massive traffic snarls 
that will ensue during the anticipated 
fifteen to twenty years that it will take 
to reconstruct South Capitol Street and 
Eleventh Street Bridges — let alone this 
massive baseball stadium and the atten¬ 
dant entertainment zone that will develop 
around it.” 

“The city does us no favors by continu¬ 
ing to refuse to look at traffic holistically 
rather than on a project by project basis,” 
Litsky concluded.
